In accordance with the provisions of 37 CFR § 1.705(d), Patentee respectfully 
requests that the Patent Term Adjustment calculated by the Commissioner in U.S. Patent No. 
7,571,166 be reconsidered and revised as set forth below. 

U.S. Patent No. 7,571,166 issued on August 4, 2009. As such, this request for 
reconsideration is being filed within 2 months of the issuance of the patent. 

Patentee has paid the required patent term adjustment fee of $200 - as set forth in 
§ 1.705(d), §1.705(b)(l) and §1. 18(e).

The following is a statement of facts, pursuant to § 1.705(d) and § 1.705(b)(2), supporting 
the request for reconsideration of the Patent Term Adjustment. 

The face page of U.S. Patent No. 7,571,166 indicates that this patent is entitled to a seven 
hundred fifty three (753) day Patent Term Adjustment. See Exhibit A - showing the face page of 
U.S. Patent No. 7,571,166. Patentee believes that it is entitled to an additional patent term 
adjustment of one thousand seven hundred nine (1709) days for the reasons that follow. 

As a preliminary matter, Patentee previously filed a Request for Consideration of Patent 
Term Adjustment Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.702 on June 9, 2009 (Exhibit B) based on an estimated 
patent issue date of September 15, 2009 (The Notice of Allowance (Exhibit C) gave the 
estimated issuance date). Subsequently, Patentee received a Response to the Request for 
Consideration of Patent Term Adjustment issued by the Office of Petitions dated July 2, 2009 
indicating that the request was being dismissed stating that neither the fee under 1.18(e) nor a 
general authorization form from an authorized user to charge any of the required fees, 
accompanied the application for patent term adjustment. See a copy of the July 2, 2009 
Response attached as Exhibit D. Patentee would like to note that authorization to charge the 
appropriate fee of $200 to a deposit account was provided on page 3 of the previously filed 
Request. See Exhibit B at page 3. The Response dated July 2, 2009 from the Office of Petitions 
further advised Patentee that they may file a request for reconsideration of the patent term 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.705(d) at the time of the issuance of the patent. See Exhibit D at page 2. 

The patent has now issued (issue date of August 4, 2009) and the present communication 
follows said advice and requests reconsideration of the Patent Term Adjustment pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.705(d). The patent term adjustment listed on the issued patent remains at seven hundred 
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fifty three (753) days (see Exhibit A). The Patent Office's calculation showing the seven 
hundred fifty three (753) day of Patent Term Adjustment is attached as Exhibit E. 

Patentee respectfully asserts that U.S. Patent No. 7,571,166 is entitled to an additional 
adjustment of one thousand seven hundred nine (1709) days based on the issue date of August 4, 
2009, which will bring the total patent term adjustment to two thousand four hundred sixty two 
(2458) days (753 + 1709) = 2462), pursuant to 37 CFR § 1.703(b). 

37 CFR § 1.703(b) states: 

the period of adjustment under § 1.702(b) is the number of days, if any, in 
the period beginning on the day after the date that is three (3) years after 
the date on which the application was filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a) or the 
national stage commenced under 35 U.S.C. 371(b) or (f) in an 
international application and ending on the date a patent was issued. 

This calculation is consistent with the court's ruling in Wyeth v. Dudas, 2008 U.S. Dist. 

LEXIS 76063 (D.D.C., Sept. 30, 2008). This is so-called "B delay." None of the 1709 days 

overlap any "A delay." Thus, Patentee is entitled to an additional patent term adjustment of one 

thousand seven hundred nine (1709) days.

(57) ABSTRACT 

A generic Internet based system for viewing supply chain 
data is provided. The system includes an Internet based data 
viewing engine and a data store that holds both viewable data 
and metadata associated with the viewable data. The metadata 
can be employed by the Internet based data viewing engine to 
control the presentation of the viewable data. The generic 
Internet based supply chain data viewing engine may be 
employed in a virtual private supply chain (VPSC). A VPSC 
includes a data acceptor that can receive supply chain data 
items from supply chain members, a supply chain data store 
that can store transformed, validated supply chain data items 
received from the supply chain members and a data accessor 
operable to selectively present supply chain data items stored 
in the supply chain data store to viewing supply chain mem- 
bers. One example of the data accessor is the generic Internet 
based viewing engine.
